THE  CHOICE  OF  MOSES. 

BT  THE  AUTHOR  OF  “  NOTES  ON  SACRED  SCBJECTS.” 

We  are  told  in  the  Epistle  lo  the  Hebrews,  that 
Moses,  when  he  was  come  to  years,  refused  to  be 
called  the  son  of  Pharaoh’s  daughter — that  he 
chose  rather  to  suffer  affliction  with  the  people  of 
God,  than  to  enjoy  sinful  pleasures  for  a  lime. 
Thiswise,  this  patriotic,  I  his  self-sacrificing  choice, 
may  he  meditated  upon  profitably,  if  we  could 
thereby  catch  a  little  of  the  same  viituous  resolu¬ 
tion.  During  the  first  forty  years  ol  his  life,  Mo¬ 
ses  had  been  treated  by  the  daughter  of  Pharaoh 
as  her  own  son,  and  it  is  conjecture  not  altogether 
without  probability,  that  he  was  designed  ulti¬ 
mately  to  succeed  to  the  crown.  It  is  pretty  cer¬ 
tain,  however,  that  he  had  received  an  education 
suitable  to  the  grandson  of  a  monarch— that  he  had 
cultivated  all  the  learning  of  that  nge  and  coun¬ 
try — and  that  his  prospects  ol  worldly  advance¬ 
ment  were  of  the  brightest  kind.  But  Moses  also 
knew’  someUiing  of  the  peculiar  character  and  des¬ 
tinies  of  his  native  people.  He  knew,  probably, 
the  promises  whi.cli  God  made  to  Abraham. 
These  promises,  ton,  he  seems  to  have  believed 
despite  the  forbidding  condition  in  which  he  found 
thedesceudenisof  that  just  man.  A  belief  of  these 
promises— synip.'itliy  for  an  oppressed  and  injured 
lace — and  love  for  his  countrymen  daily  working 
in  his  soul,  would  destroy  bis  love  and  relish  for 
the  luxnries,  the  gaieties,  and  the  splendors  with 
which  he  was  surrounded.  The  iron  bondage  of 
his  countrymen,  would  render  pleasure  ungrate¬ 
ful  to  his  feelings.  Conscience  lent  her  aid  in 
corroboration  of  the  purposes  to  which  these  feel¬ 
ings  prompted,  and  his  situation,  rank,  and  influ¬ 
ence.  seemed  to  mark  him  out  as  the  dcliv,’re?  of 
this  chosen  people.  All  these  considerations,  per¬ 
haps  more,  induced  Moses  cheerfully  to  resign  the 
court  of  Egypt,  and  all  his  flattering  prospeclB 
there,  lo  follow  in  the  path  where  duty  led. 

It  may  be  observed  that  this  was  ilone  not  in  the 

r. ashiiess  and  precipitancy  of  youth,  but  in  the 
cool,  deliberate  pr:idencc  of  moturcr  years.  The 
merit  of  Moses  is  greater  beeause  his  choice  was 
made  when  he  was  “come  lo  years.”  Nor  was 
this  choice  made  when  Moses  may  be  supposed  to 
have  beeu  satiated  with  ambition  and  pleasure.— 
It  was  at  the  verj’  time  when  worldly  grandeur 
and  aggrandizement  have  the  greatest  potency. 
Contemplate,  then,  this  man  of  heroic  virtue,  in 
manhoo-.l’s  and  ambition’s  prime,  casting  wealth 

ai. d  magnificence  away  from  him.  tram))ling  the 
dazzling  vision  of  a  crow’n  in  the  dusk  and  delibe¬ 
rately  casting  in  his  lot  with  an  enslaved  people. 
This  was  a  sarritice  which  patriotism,  dufv,  con¬ 
science,  can  seldom  enforce. 

It  is  quite  jirohobte  that  his  companions  at  the 
court,  who  knew  this  choice  of  Moses,  would  set 
him  down  as  infaiunied,  as  deprived  of  common 
sense — ns  a  fool.  But  his  estimates  were  judi¬ 
cious,  though  few  can  follow  them.  At  his  age, 
he  must  have  often  felt  that  all  the  graiificationa 
placeil  within  his  reach,  were  only  'vanity  anti, 
vexation.  If  he  had  not  experienced,  he  could. 
imagi«e  the  dignity  and  consolatiou  of  lalmring 
and  suffering  in  a  noble  and  good  cause.

Circumstances  make  it  inconvenient  for  the  Ge¬ 
neral  Agent  to  attend  to  its  business  concerns — this 
is  a  matter  of  deep  regret  to  all  interested ;  for  it 
is  to  the  persevering  energy  and  industry  of  this 
worthy  man  and  Eealous  friend  to  the  cause  of  uni¬ 
versal  emancipation,  that  we  owe  in  a  great  mea¬ 
sure  the  existence  of  this  Institution.  However, 
we  have  the  consolation  of  knowing  that  he  will 
still  continue  to  act  as  far  as  he  can,  and  to  aid 
and  assist  us  ail  in  his  power.  The  writer  has 
been  app<»inted  Acting  Agent  for  the  present— and 
as  many,  if  not  most  of  its  friends,  as  yet  have  but

CONSTITUTION. 

Article  1.  This  Institution  shall  be  known  by 
the  nnir.e  of  “  t!ie  Universalisl  Institute  of  Oiiio 
City. 

Art.  2.  Nine  Trustees  shall  be  appointed  by 
the  society,  six  of  whom  shall  be  members  cf  the 
society — the  whole  to  he  elected  in  the  following 
manner — three  for  (he  term  of  tlirce  years;  three 
lor  iha  term  of  two  years,  and  lliree  for  the  term 
of  one  year,  'fhe  fiist  meeting  of  this  board  sbnil 
be  on  the  3()iii  of  May,  1838  ;  and  they  shall  meet 
annually  ibcretd'icr  on  the  first  of  May.

The  outer 
entry  was  full,  and  people  were  pressing  in  at  the 
doors  ns  far  as  possible,  and  cliiiihing  u|)on  the 
gallery  stairs,  to  look  in  over  the  lieads  ofthe  more 
fortunate  ones,  who  by  coii.ing  earlier  had  obtain¬ 
ed  entrance.  The  audience  below  was  a  dense,  un¬ 
broken  crowd  of  human  beings,  the  aisles  and 
pews  being  alike  indisiingnishabie  aiiiong  the  jiv¬ 
ing  mass.  Such  was  the  lower  part  of  the  house. 
The  gallery  was  ctpially  crowded — pews,  aisles, 
singing-gallery,  window  seats,  every  S(]uare  fisu 
of  space  was  occupied.  It  was  a  sublime  sncc- 
tacle  to  stand  in  the  pulpit  atid  survey  this  llirung.

the  benediction  was  |)ronouDCpd. 

Such  was  tlie  session  of  the  General  Convention  ■ 
for  the  year  1838,  an  occasion  that  will  long  be  re- 1' 
tiiemhered  by  the  Universaiists  of  Boston,  and,  asti 
w'e  think,  by  all  the  visiters  who  were  present  with 
IIS.  We  never  saw  befiire  such  a  gathering  of  ;

I  ttie  vvoriiis  gnawed  at  its  root,  the  vvimls  raged  against  i 
I  it,  and  it  felt.  It  fell  not,  iiowever,  vvitl-out  a  witness.  | 
Its  seeds  tiiuiid  a  shelter  and  were  safely  hurled  in  tlic  j 
.jiir:li.  Dormant  did  they  sleep  for  uiaiiy  a  weary  year;  j 
when,  ill  tlie  ove'tiirn  of  the  soil,  the  siiii  and  ram  fell  ! 
;  iipoii  them ;  pl.iiit  after  plant  uppeaced,  and  the  desert  j 
mice  more  smiled.  But  there  was  one  plant  more  vi-  : 
I'orous  than  the  rest — like  it.s  progenitor,  it  flung  out  its  ! 
arms  to  the  siiii,  until  its  broad  siradows  kept  tf.e  giisli-  | 
mg  spring  cool,  inviting  the  traveller  to  its  pr rteeti-.m.  ' 
•Viid  year  alleryear,  its  leaves  have  fell  and  so  enriched  ll 
the  soil,  that  its  roots  aic  fiim  — the  winds  iiinsi  rage  m  : 
vain,  the  storms  must  howl  inedeetiiaily  and  tlie  vvoimsi 
of  decay  he  oveicome.  .\iid  in  future  time,  vvehavel 
promise  that  i.t  will  cuntiiiite  to  floinisli,  notil  Ushal;!' 
oveishadow  the  whole  ea.'th,  and  its  glory  heknowu‘, 
from  sea  to  sea  and  from  shore  to  shore.  | 

Thai  iiihospiiiihle  clime  was  tlie  Jewish-wickcJ  and  || 
the  Gentile-pagan  world,  where  all  was  barien  of  truth  j; 
and  riglitcoiisnes.s.  The  seed  vvhi<-h  fell  upon  it  was! 
Ihe  seed  vvhich  our  Saviour  took  from  the  garden  of 
heaven  for  the  henefit  of  man.  In  spite  of  the  barren  I 
soil,  Iiowever,  this  seed  took  root  and  flourished,  until  I 
Christianity  became  a  miglity  tree,  whose  shadows  re-  ll 


freehed  the  wearv  lieait*  of  uiuttiludea  Mid  whoae  8ot»- 
ersof  truth  beamed  bfigbtly  on  the  besigbled  »««l.  Bui 
in  prociMs  of  time,  the  storms  of  p-agiii  peraeeiitioa  ra¬ 
ged  agdioat  it,  Ihe  'winds  of  error  hurled  thoniMlveo 
upon  it,  and  Ihe  worms  of  dissension  end  'igtMuance 
gnawed  at  its  root,  until,  in  the  dark  ages,  pure  Chris¬ 
tianity  fell.  But  its  seeds  periahed  aul,  tbtuigh  they 
were  dermant,  until  the  sun  aud  raiu  of  the  leformation 
uvettorn'  d  the  soil  of  daikrtess,  and  Uie  seeds  of  trulk 
were  brought  lo  liglii,  Slioot  after  shout  sprung  up. 
But  one  more  vigorous  than  others  was  transptanled  by 
the  hands  of  a  faithful  follower  to  this  clime,  where  its 
energies  were  watched  by  John  Murray,  whose  voice 
was  heaid  proclaiming  the  riches  of  salvation  and  the 
“  restitution  of  ail  things  which  God  hath  spoken  by  tho 
month  of  all  his  holy  propheta  since  tbe  world  began.’* 
It  was  placed  in  a  congenial  anil.  It  became  firmly  root- 
cd  in  ike  hearts  of  multitudea,  and  its  ahadca  called  aw- 
ny  from  the  burning  heats  of  error  to  tiie  glorious  influ¬ 
ences  of  truth.  And  its  eflToct  has  indeed  been  noble. 
Il  has  acted  upon  community  like  leaven  in  its  appro¬ 
priate  oflice.  Its  diffiisiiig  principles  have  produced  t 
great  effect  even  among  those  who  opposed  them ;  be¬ 
cause  tlie  whole  mass  of  professors  are  walking  toward 
the  restitution  step  by  step ;  unwillingly  It  is  true,  but 
not  the  less  surely.  Its  branchesare  inakiiig  still  broader 
reaches  over  onr  country,  the  abundant  foliage  of  itO 
truth  is  casting  s'ill  greater  shadows  of  protection  over 
its  children,  and  ita  fruit  is  eagerly  sought  after  ns  that 
“  perfect  love  which  casteth  all  fear”  from  tbe  soul  and 
elevates  us  with  divine  knowledge. 

The  broad  principle  of  the  restitution,  the  divinity  of 
its  doctrine,  the  secret  of  its  power,  is,  t#  overcome  evil 
with  good,  and  flnstly  close  up  the  reign  of  sin  and  enor 
and  establish  unmingled  felicity  and  truth  in  aK  minds. 
To  this  crowning  feature  in  the  government  ofthe  Deity, 
Ihe  world  it  hastening.  .Mrcady  have  many  sturdy 
thorns  and  thisti 's  been  cleared  from  the  p&thwaya  of 
elorual  truth.  Infant  destruction  has  found  its  grave. 
Election  and  reprobation  are  only  waiting  to  be  buried. 
The  powers  of  ce.-isoless  wo  are  quailing  before  more 
ennobling  views  of  God  and  his  goverr.mcnt,  as  the 
mists  of  the  moral  ug  flee  before  the  fires  of  the  suu.— 
.And  revenge,  as  a  goveriiing  priiicipio,  is  waning  gra¬ 
dually  from  among  men.  It  is  now  believed  that  thoae 
iufanl  buds  vvhich  are  nipped  from  the  parent  stock,  are 
nipped  only  lo  bloom  in  heaven.  It  is  now  believed 
that  no  person  was  expressly  created  for  destrtir.iion.  It 
IS  now  believed  by  multiliiJes  that  the  fears  which  arise 
irom  c-ndless  wo  are  not  the  best  mo'ives  in  calling  out 
Ihe  affection  of  the  heart.  It  is  on  all  hands  being  seen 
that  kindness  is  the  proper  method  of  subduing  an  ene¬ 
my  and  better  mcaus  of  family  and  school  government 
are  being  put  in  requisition  than  the  rod  and  the  whip. 
The  greatest  portions  of  society  view  capital execiitionn 
as  legal  inurder,  demor.thziiig  in  their  tendency,  certain¬ 
ly  witlioiit  b*;nefit,  and  wholly  useless  so  far  as  the  refor¬ 
mation  of  a  community  or  uii  ilidividnal  is  concerned. 
In  fict,  tbe  whole  civilized  world  is  corning  up  to  the 
glorious  n’lith,  that  cri/ should  be  overcome  vv.th  good, 
and  that  all  govettimeiit  choiild  aim  at  the  pr.idnciion  of 
the  greatest  happiness.  And  so  far  as  men  come  up  to 
these  principles,  so  far  they  rest  bciieatli  the  sliadews  of 
the  restitution,  vvhicli  v';:ll  fiiiuily  aiibdue  the  world  to  iu 
intliieiice. 

Oh,  how  this  tree  has  grown.  Who  can  look  back 
and  behold  Jolia  Murray,  s*anding  .on  the  shores  of 
America  about  sixty  years  since;  lone  and  de.solute. 
against  his  own  vvhl  and  desires. compelled  to  lift  up  liia 
voice  in  defence  of  the  tr  nth — who  can  behold  himsiem- 
iiiing  every  kind  of  opposition;  at  one  time  stoned;  at 
another  cruelly  slandered;  at  another  a  base  attempt 
made  to  illegaiize  i.ll  the  marriages  he  had  celebrated,  to 
the  breaking  up  of  scores  of  fa'inlics  had  it  succeeded  ; 
at  aiiOther  mo.st  rudely  condemned  and  villified— who 
can  behold  the  progress  of  truth  since  his  day,  tbe  field 
white  unto  lihivest,  heralds  of  the  cross  rapidly  multi¬ 
plying,  converts  i.-icieasiiig  like  drops  of  morning  dew. 
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th*  faith  more  reapeeted,  the  doctrine  better  understood, 
churches  rising  in  many  of  the  vallies  and  on  many  of 
Um  hill-tops  of  ourconntry,  youth  seising  it  as  the  guide 
of  their  Iitos,  and  souMtimes  whole  societies  embracing 
it—what  member  of  Zion  can  hoar  of  these  facts  with¬ 
out  being  glad,  and  rejoicing  a:  the  triumphs  of  the  jodg- 
BMOts  of  the  Lord  T  Will  they  not  call  out  the  praise 
of  our  ininds,  manifested  in  good  works  and  love  to  all 
nunkind  I  As  the  harpstring  will  respond  to  the  touch 
of  the  linger,  so  should  oiir  souls  thrill  with  the  good 
news  of  the  advanoement  of  the  cause  of  holiness.

in  Smyrna  write,”  etc.  After  naming  the  persecutions 
it  was  to  endure  fioin  the  Jews,  the  ruvelalur  atliis —  '  He 
lliat  bath  an  ear  let  him  heat  what  die  spirit  saith  to  the 
churches ;  he  that  overcometh  shall  not  be  hurt  of  the 
second  death.”  Here  “we  learn  that  thoae  of  this  church 
of  believers,  who  wore  not  overcome  of  the  devil,  (L  e. 
the  pel  seeming  Jews  who  cast  them  into  prison,)  but 
who  endured  iiiese  trials  of  their  faith  triumphantly,  would 
not  be  hurt  of  the  second  death.  We  infer,  also,  that 
those  who  were  ovorceiiie — who  apostatized  in  these 


are  somotimes  asked,  if  these  men  were  already  dead  ia 
trespasses  and  sins,  must  nut  this  death  re.siiliing  froa; 
It,  bo  a  doatli  in  aternily  ?  1  answer,  no— this  moral  death 
of  the  people  resulted  in  a  national  death — a  death  to  iff 
their  civil  and  religious  privileges— a  death  to  their 
tiuiial  e.\isteuce.  Under  the  figure  of  Aholah  and  Aha- 
libah,  Samaria  and  Jerusa'eni  are  adjudged  guilty  of  ipi- 
litiial  aduittry  against  God,  a  crime  punished  with  death. 
See  Lxukiel,  chap.23<l.  In  fact,  the  honk  ol  this  prophet 
jS  full  of  instances,  iu  which  this  captivity  in  Babylua  is 
leprcseiited  as  a  grievous  death  — a  death  of  ‘.he  Jewish 
Illation.  But  Ezekiel  xxxvii:  3-14,  i.s  a  must  remarks- 
I  ble  niisaago  in  proof  of  tliis  position.  “And  he  said

The  subject  of  this  number,  is  “the  second  death.” 
What  is  it?  1  have  proved  that  it  is  synonyiiioiis  with 
"  the  lake  of  tire,”  and  shown  that  "  the  lake  of  fire” 
signifies  the  tempura!  punishment  and  desulaiion 
of  a  iialioii  or  people.  But  1  wish,  in  tlii.s  irumher 
to  examine  into  the  iiieniiiiig  of  "  the  second  death,” 
as  if  I  had  nut  already  settled  tlic  meaning  of  its 
equivalent  phrase,  “  the  lake  that  buiiieth  with  fire  and 
biiinstone.” 

Tho  term  “  dea'.h”  is  >o  variously  applied  in  tho  Sciip 
tures,  that  tlie  nuuierii  al  Icim  u.sed  iu  our  text  leads  us 
to  suppose,  that  not  any  kind  of  death,  but  somepartieu- 
loT  kind  of  death,  is  there  niluded  to,  and  that  there  is  a 
preceding  death,  ol  piccisely  ihe  saiiie  kiiiil,  to  whifhr/iis 
one  is  second  in  order.  The  word  “  death”  means  naiu- 
r.d  death — it  means  moral  death,  or  a  state  ofsiii  and  tiii- 
belief,  and  it  means  a  nulionai  death,  or  exile  and  hoi.d- 
age  fioitl  a  native  laud— it  is  al.so  applied  to  asevere  stale 
uf  sorrow,  perseciilioii.  distress  and  sufteiiiig.  1  he  first 
ill  order  of  all  tht-se  different  deaths,  is,  generally,  a  mo- 
rnl  death— a  death  in  .-in  and  transgression.  .After  that, 
comes  a  .-leco.id  kind  of  death,  i.  e.  n,iUira!  death.  But 
Uiis  de.alh  is  extremely  dtifereiit  from,  and  iiiiliKe,  toe 
fiiosl  death— roiiseqneiiily,  we  look  ftir  some  other  moral 
•or  natural  evil  to  wliich  the  phrase  can  with  propriety 
.be  applied. 

For  the  same  reason,  we  reject  the  common  opinion— 
V.Z.,  that  the  first  deaili  is  the  separation  of  the  sou'  from
